The Hornet has often questioned the competence of the elected 
officers of the ASSSC. [t has been unfair. For it has neglected to 
comment on the incompetence of the appointed officials. To correct 
that error, the Hornet would now like to comment on the most 
incompetent group of student misfits in student government 
today—the Board of Justice. 

The BOJ (Bored of Justice) has embroiled itself in controversy 
this spring. Issuing an absurd judgment, now under appeal, that 
could invalidate most actions of the student senate this year, 
including their own appointments was one issue. Now, they are 
playing footsies with each other about the recently held student 
elections. 

One of the candidates for president, Jamie Holliman, was 
disqualified from the ballot. His running mate for vice-president had 
withdrawn from the race. By the time he had a replacement, the 
application deadline was passed. Although he had acted in good faith 
to maintain candidacy by securing another running mate, she was 
not given a waiver on the deadline. Jamie and Cheryl ran as write-ins. 
They lost, but not without obtaining a significant amount of votes as 
write-ins. 

Prior to the election, they appealed to the Board of Justice to 
allow their names to be put on the ballot. The BOJ ruled against 
them. Yesterday, their case went to the Board of Judicial Appeals. 
But the BOJA was unable to hear their case because the Board of 
Justice, in the week and a half since the original hearing has yet to 
issue its opinion, necessary before the BOJA can act. 

Meanwhile the elections have been held. Arturo Avina and Tanis 
Ybarra have officially won the offices. Yet if the BOJA rules in 
Holliman’s favor the elections must be invalidated. It is imperative 
then that the case be heard as soon as possible. 

Nevertheless, the BOJ has been sitting with its fingers up its 
proverbia! ass. They heard Holliman’s pleas Tuesday of last week and 
informed him they would rule against him. However they then 
assigned the opinion-writing to one of its members who was to bring 
it to yesterday’s BOJ meeting for the whole board to approve. That 
the Board, in an urgent case as this, did not have the sense or the 
willingness to even schedule a special meeting at an earlier time is a 
flagrant breach of common sense and practicality, not to mention 
justice. 

Yesterday, the member who was to write the opinion did not 
arrive. The BOJA, then, was unable to act on Holliman’s appeal for 
lack of proper jurisdiction. Meanwhile the currently elected officers 
are in a state of limbo, not knowing whether the election will be left 
valid or not. 

None of this seems to phase the Board of Justice however. When 
asked yesterday if they could write an informal opinion on which 
the BOJA could act they refused. Joe Puccio, the ASSSC attorney 
general (and even more incompetent than the BOJ) was particularly 
adamant. For all of them, it is apparently more important that 
proper procedures be followed line by line than that justice prevail. 
This is particularly bothersome since the procedures are their own 
and subject to change at their will. 

They were asked yesterday if they could have the decision ready 
by Friday, for another meeting of the BOJA. They said it would not. 
After some prodding, Chief Justice Dave Karabinus assured that he 
west devote some of his precious extra time to see that it would be 

y. 

At this point then, all is conjecture. The BOJA will meet again 
Friday at 1 p.m. If the BOJ gets off and accomplishes the task it 
should have completed long ago, the Appeal Board will be able to 
act. If the decision is not ready it is possible that a final decision in 
the matter may not be forthcoming for over a week. If that is the 
case, it is probable that the newly elected officers will face a 
restraining order prohibiting them from holding office until the 
matter is settled. 

It is not a comfortable position to be in. It is the opinion of the 
Hornet that the BOJ firstly should get its shit together in time to 
assure that justice may proceed, whether it be upholding Holliman 
or denying his petition. Secondly, they should resign as a service to 
the student body. Failing that, a petition will be presented to the 
student senate next week calling for their removal.

The latest example concerns the 
ASSSC’s annual May Day 
festival held each spring in the 
quad. Although it has been 
budgeted by the student senate 
for the last five years and has 
been in planning for the last two 
months it has not yet received 
the activities office stamp of 
approval. 

Through an oversight the 
quad had not been reserved for 
the event. Last Friday, Scott 
Burns, ASSSC coordinator of 
social activities and chairman of 
the May Day planning took out 
the proper papers to do so. Since 
that time, the planning has been 
in limbo since McKoane’s office 
has yet to sign the papers 
enabling plans to continue. 

There is a policy governing 
events in the quad. The ASSSC 
is permitted only three 
“amplified music’”’ events in the 
quad during the spring semester. 
The policy adds that the three 
events must be held on different 
days during the semester so as 
not to disturb any one class 
more than once 

On Friday, Burns went to 
Griffith to have the festival 
approved as one of the three 
events. He said he could not do 
it until he got a letter of 
authorization from student 
president Mike Hackard. 
Hackard was called; he delegated 
the responsibility to V.P. Bill 
Schneider. Schneider was in a 
frisbee class

Loyd Griggs is president of

Poor, a 


poverty fighters in Northern 
California. Mr. Griggs is also 
director of the North Area 
Emergency Center, which 
provides food and shelter 24 
hours a day to anyone in need. 
The Center, partly financed by 
the State, was denied 
refunding as of this June. In 
addition, Campbell Soup 
recently cut off their sizeable 
food donation which they had 
been providing the Center. | 
spoke with Mr. Griggs and asked 
him a few questions about the 
function and purpose of the 
Emergency Center and Voice of 
the Poor: 

Griggs—The Emergency 
Center is a large World War II 
Army barracks set up to handle 
families in critical need who are 
not otherwise aided by 
community or state 
organizations. For instance, if a 
family has not been able to 
qualify for welfare or has no 
funds or employment, and at 
this time are destitute; they can 
come to the Emergency Center. 
There they can stay free of 


charge, & receive three meals a 
day while they’re seeking 
employment and getting 


themselves a place to live. 

We have a very definite idea 
that it must be a self-help 
program. People must want to 
help themselves for us to be able 
to help them. So we seek 
employment for them and aiso 
try to educate them:so they 
won’t wind up in the same 
predicament again. 

Tim—How does the 
Bureaucracy prohibit you from 
helping the poor and how do 
you attempt to combat it? 

Griggs—How does one poor 
person fight the system? I gi css 
the only way is with many other 
poor people behird him. And 
Mr. Reagan has an awful lot of 
people behind him fighting 
against the poor and _ the 
blue-collar worker; so I don’t 
really know just in what way 
we're going to combat it. 

The only thing I do know is if 
the young people and if the old 
people, if all people would get 
out and vote and do their 
thing—whether it would be Mr. 
Reagan or who it may be—if 
they’re not doing the job they’re 
Supposed to be doing then your 
vote is one way to put them out 
of it. Until the people really 
start analyzing where they're at 
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fighting 
organization located in Del Paso 
Heights.

and where they're going and 
start voting for themselves and 
for the people instead of 
listening to some soap-box 
politician telling then what a 
great thing they’re going to do, 


we're going to have these 
programs which will be forced 
on the people. 

The low-income, the 


middle-class and the person in 
dirt poverty are being used as a 
tool by the politician today. We 
are the same as bond slaves. If 
they give you a job the take 
away your medical treatment; 
they take away your existence 
you have at present. If you're 
placed on welfare you're told 
you cannot work-if you do 
then it’s taken away from you. 
People that are put on welfare, 
there’s no incentive for them to 
get off. This is what is wrong. 


The State does not want an 
end to poverty. The State breeds 
poverty and they’re putting a 
hell of a lot of the blue-collars 
right down into it. There are 
many things that could be done 
to better this State, to better 
poor people. But every time a 
workable, feasible program is 
brought before the State, they 
have nothing to do with it, They 
turn it down. 

But this is not only on a state 
level. This goes down to your 
county level. This goes down to 
your County Board of 
Supervisors. If the people will 
Start standing up and being 
counted, one for one, then we 
can do something. But it’s going 
to take all the people standing 
together. This is where it’s at. 

Tim—Your role has been in 
operating the Emergency Center. 
Will you continue to do this?

Griggs—There will be an 
Emergency Center as long as I 
can keep it open. I don’t know 
how long this will be. But as far 
as just being a director of an 
emergency center—this is not my 
only function. 

During the past five years I 
have functioned as a voice for 
the poor people. I want to be 
able to cry out the injustices 
that are being propagated against 
poor. I want to he able to fight 
for the rights of poor and 
low-income. I believe we need 
somebody who isn’t afraid to 
open their mouth and let the 
peopie know what is truly going 
on. And I believe the people are 
ready for someone who will tel! 
them the truth. 

As you know today, Tim, 
everything you read in the 
papers—about one-third of it is 
truth and the other is just 
bourgeoisie, or whatever you call 
it. And you hear; something 
about news and you may get the 
truth and you may get some 
reporter’s viewpoint on a thing 
that’s coming off. Everything is 
always smoothed down and 
watered down so you don’t 
really get the news. And when 
your crooked politicians are 

robbing the poor and the 
tax-payers, we don’t hear 
anything about it. But sure as 
one welfare recipient.would take 
in and cheat him out of 10 
cents, we’re going to hear about 
all the hundreds of people on 
welfare beating the taxpayers 
out of their money when it’s not 
true and proven so. | think we 
need more leaders in this type of 
thing. Not radical to the point 
where we’re going out here and 
raising the guns, but just radical 
enough that we let them know 
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that the poor are not going to 
stand by, as, they” "say, their 
television sets all day long, but 
are going to open their mouths 


and say something. Let them 
know we're still here. 

Tim--How will you survive as 
an honest spokesman for the 
poor without being bought off? 

Griggs—I’ve made it so far. To 
me my people are what is 
important. And if they want to 
but me off all it will cost them is 
a decent living for every poor 
person in this state and other 
states. If they want to buy me 
off all it will cost them is to see 
that children have decent 
medical care, and the old have a 


decent survival after they reach a" 


certain age. That they have 
enough income to live on. This is 
the cost it wil) take to buy me 
off as far as I’m concerned, 
because anything else I don’t 
need and what I need I have. So 
there’s no way in the world they 
can buy me off. I don’t want for 
nothin’ except for my people to 
take and have for what they 
need. 


Tim—What specific plans do 
you have to combat things going 
down today? 

Griggs—One, I’m going to take 
and try and be a better voite for 
poor people by letting the 
politician know we're not going 
to stand by and let them enslave 
us under such a bigoted and 
prejudiced system as ours is 
today. I’m going to do my best 
to fight the Board of 
Supervisors, the State of 
California, the County Welfare 
Department, and all the rest of 
the systems which state that a 
poor man must stay poor and if 
you're not poor they’re damn 
sure going to put you there. The 
blue-collar worker is going to be 
on welfare roles as well as poor 
people. I believe that this is what 
they’re doing when they don’t 
create jobs; when they don’t 
make a man useful by giving him 
employment roles. 

There is something like 300 
federal slots for Sacramento 
County and only 100 have been 
filled in the past year. I’m going 
to be asking questions why. Why 
aren’t these slots utilized? I’m 
going to ask questions why when 
Mr. Reagan says that there’s a 
bunch of welfare bums that 
don’t want to wirk, why when 
he’s been brought feasible, 
workable programs that the 
State could take and put in to 
fight pollution, to fight 
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unemployment. Why haven't 
these jobs been made available 
to the people? Why. . in 
otherwords I’m just going to be 
standing up screaming my head 
off yelling why and trying to get 
some answers. And hopefully, if 
I holler loud enough, 
somebody’s going to hear and 
we're going to get some answers; 
instead of what we've been 


getting. 

Tim—How will you handle 
your funding and _ support 
' problems? 


Griggs—Every time you stand 
up and holler someone’s going to 
try and cut you down. This last 
year we put out 2300 Christmas 
baskets—I believe it was more 
than anybody in the Northern 
Part of the State or maybe even 
the whole State put out—and we 
have “earmarked” donations 
which people say you must serve 
on the premises. Well, due to the 
fact that I’ve been doing a lot of 
hollering, somebody called in 
and cut off my main, food 
supply. And people came in and 
unplugged our freezers. It has. 
been done on purpose. They 
unplugged our freezers and left 
meat to spoil to try to stop us. 

As I said, the State is no 
longer going to fund us. We've 
written to United Crusade with 
no reply from them whatsoever. 
It seems like the bureaucracy 
today does not want the poor 
man to get anything. They figure 
if they give you an inch you're 
going to take a mile. 

The Voice of the Poor is made 
up of all people working 
together. There’s a lot of people 
that think we ought to be 
something else that we aren’t. 
We do have problems and we 
have no idea how we're going to 
exist. But we're going to do our 
best. We’ve existed without the 
State—and we don’t need the 
State—we want the people. We 
have people from the 
Community that bring in food 
and are going to continue to 
bring in food. We have people 
that volunteer time in here that 
are going io continue to 
volunteer time because we’re 
doing something no one else is 
doing. We have no red tape. We 
have no large amount of 
education. But we’re doing the 
job and we’re doing it without 
burning up millions of dollars 
from the taxpayer.

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Marionette class 


All strung out

A multitude of experience 
and educational background are 
incorporated in Shirley 
O’Donnol’s course in puppetry 
Between earning degrees, ( A 
BFA at Wittenburg College, a 
MFA at Richmond Professional 
Institute and a PhD at Columbia 
University), she has been a part 
of a variety of professional 
productions 

One such professional 
affiliation was with the 
Tatterman Puppet Company, a 
noted East Coast company. With 
them Dr O’Donnol did 
advertisement shows for 
department stores. She was also 
involved with production of 
General Electric Christmas 
shows 

She then worked with the 
Martin Stevens Company which 
is a well-known puppeteering 
group. Withthem she did fairy 
tale films such as 
‘*‘Rumpelstiltskin,” ‘King 
Midas’’, and “The Pied Piper’’. 
Also among her credits are 
safety films for J.C. Penney’s 
This was for public relations 
where they used puppets to 
promote bicycle safety 

Dr. O’Donnol did some purely 
entertainment films with the 
George Pal Puppet studio in 
Hollywood. One work was “To 
Think That I Saw it in Mullbery 
Street,” which received wide 
recognition. During World War II 
the company did some 
government films. They used 
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stop action camera showing such 
things as the operation of PT 
boats. This work was 
particularly tedious since each 
frame had to be shot separately. 
It was time consuming as a single 
suppet step took 24 frames to 
complete 

After receiving her MFA, she 
taught for three years plus 
worked in summer theatre in 
Cleveland, Ohio, at Rain Park 
and Children’s Theatre’ in 
Casper, Wyoming 

The class taught by Dr. 
O’Donnol at Sacramento State is 
Drama 115-116, “Puppetry” 
The fall semester consists of 
practical work in construction 
and operation of hand puppets 
ind a class production. The 
spring semester deals with the 
more complex marionette 
production, with the — class 
selecting a script for a major 
public performance 

The two courses do not 
depend on one another but Dr 
O’Donnol advises some 
experience in puppet making 
before marionettes. The class 
averages 20 students a semester 
beginning with lecture to orient 
the students and then becoming 
a studio course 

Past major productions 
include “Alice in Wonderland,” 
“The Wizard of Oz,” “A 
Christmas Carol,” and “The 
Land of Green Ginger.” This 
year’s choice, “Peter Pan,” will 
be shown on May 26 at 7:30 
p.m. and May 27, at 11 a.m. and 
2 p.m. 
























































The stage, used this year and 
in all previous performances, was 
designed and constructed in 
1964 by iarry Shumate, 
associate professor of Theatre 
“rts. Two wings were added to 
the original stage for “Alice in 
Wonderland.”’ The stage is 26 
feet long with the three primary 
stages used in scene changes. The 
operators stand behind the stage, 
unseen, On a bridge elevated 
about 18 inches above the stage 
floor. 


The actual construction of a 
puppet involves months of 
tedious work. Each student in 
the class makes his own puppet. 

In making the two-foot tall 
marionette, the student first 
draws the pattern. The heads are 
then cast in plastic wood 
modeled from ciay . The body is 
made of soft wood which is 
hinged together and painted. 
The clothing is then made and 
upon completion, the puppet is 
strung. A standard nine string of 
black nylon fishing line is used. 

For operation, they use what 
is called an airplane control 
shaped like 4 crude airplane. The 
cross bar is removed in operation 
with one bar in each hand of the 
operator. The legs and bow 
Strings are strung from behind 
with the hands and head coming 
from in front 


Dr. O’Donnol points out that 
learning to walk the puppet is 
the most difficult because one 
must synchronize a_ rocking 
motion 




























































There are several Sacramento 
State graduates who have done 
extensive work in puppetry. 

Evon Ray and Marcia Cullivan 
did their masters in projects in 
puppetry, producing “Alice in 
Wonderland” and “The Land of 
Green Ginger,” respectively. 

Another pair have become 
teachers in the field. Jim Hawkin 
is at the university of West 
Virginia. He heads a state project 
consisting of puppet shows 
which tour the state. "Darrell 
Pursels is now teaching at the 
University of Pacific. He is their 
technical director but also works 
with puppetry. 

Richard Bay, currently in’ 
Sacramento producing a series of 
plays adapted from the tales of 
Jewish storyteller, Sholom 
Aleichem, is also a graduate of 
Sacramento State, Dr. 
O’Donnol pointed out that he 
was a professional when he 
entered the program but learned 
to perfect much of his work. He 
did “Dr. Fauste” in the Arena 
Theatre last Spring. For this he 
combined rod puppets with live 
actors. Rod puppets are large 
and as the name indicates have 
their’ bodies, arms and _ legs 
extended on rods. 

During the week of June 
12-16 the drama department will 
offer a one unit course in 
construction of simple puppets, 
taught by Dr. O’Donnol. She 
plans a three hour session, with a 
morning and afternoon section, 
depending on enrollment. For

Students Demand Congressional Strike

We've all sworn to never 
march again, and we’re tired of 
sending telegrams and weary of 
speeches and burnt-out on 
pamphlets. Frustration has 
dissipated the rage, and clenched 
fists and peace signs have quit 
waving in communal 
powerlessness. In the wake of 
exhaustion, the American press 
wanders about campuses 
scratching its head in the sand 
and trying to find its collective 
ass-hole in the dark. In solemn 
tones of wonder they ask why 
there is so little activity on the 
nations’s campuses as if they 
hadn’t been at Kent State, in 
Washington D.C., in San 
Francisco, at Jackson State or 
had never seen the candles and 
coffins passing the White House. 

Yes, we turned back to 
theories and analysis, or left the 
country or dropped out, went 
underground, went straight, 
went in a _ million private 
directions in order to defect the 
madness. The current escalation 
of madness has begun to 
penetrate again, however, and 
the anger is returning with a new 
voice. 

New tactics, new solutions, 
but perhaps more importantly, 
the inevitable next round of 
protest will ask new questions of 
the ‘liberal’ politicians, adding to 
the puzzlement of the ‘liberal’ 
press, and the simplistic cry of 
the past to “bring the boys 
home” wil! not be repeated. For 
Nixon is satisfying that demand, 


comforting the public 
conscience (7) with 
announcements of troop 


withdrawal numbers, while at 
the same time fulfilling his 
promise not to be the “first U.S. 
President to lose a war.” And 
the U.S. Congress issues 
statements of support or 
opposition in a tired rerun of 66 
and 67 and °69, repeating the 
fitvalistic exercise for the 
benefit of their constituency. 


The multiplying insanity of 
the current administration, 
which continues to surpass the 
imagination of even the most 
pessimistic, can proceed with 
impunity only so long as 
Congress goes along with it. The 
empty rhetoric of those 
Politicians who claim to share 
our outrage will no longer be 
sufficient. No more applause for 
political speeches, for 
‘courageous’ verbal 
commitment, for resolutions 
passed in the vacuum of a 
political caucus meeting. No 
more belief in the deception that 
they are as powerless as we. 

Momentum is growing this 
week for a new moratorium and 
student and veteran’s groups are 
demanding a Congressional 
strike agairist business as usual. 
Joyce Austin, Voter Registration 
chairman of the Sacramento 
Democratic Central Committee, 
who initiated the registration 
drive recenly conducted hy 
Students for Political Action 
Now, stated yesterday “* Span 
members are urging all new 
voters to refuse to vote against 
any incumbent Congressman 
who continues to conduct 
business as usual while the air 
war in Indochina goes on.” 

SPAN, with the assistance of 
the Frontlash organization, was 
largely responsible for adding 
15,000 new voters to the 
registration rolls in Sacramento. 
Ms. Austin said, “That potential 
new voting block is not like'y to 
be satisfied with the televised 
hand-wringing of politicians who 
pretend to be helpless. We know 
that Congress has the power to 
bring an end to the genocide and 
ecocide being perpetrated upon 


the people of IndoChina. I 
support the demand for a 
Congressional strike against 


business as usual. They have to 
take action that will educate the 
public beyond the “bring the 
boys home’’mentality. 

An_ Anti-imperialism rally 
scheduled for Thursday noon in 
the quad aiso plans to deal with 


the realities beyond that level of 
opposition to the war. The rally 
is sponscred by the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War, 
Iranian Student Association, 
East Wind Collective and the 
Worker-Student Alliance and 
was called to protest the 
increased savage bombing raids 
against the men, women and 
children of Indochina. Groups 
Organizing the rally urge all 
people desiring an end to the 
U.S. intervention to come to the 
Rally Against Imperialism. 
Vietnam Veterans Against the 
War has announced support for 
the demand for a Congressional 
strike against business as usual, 
while the National Student 
Association has endorsed a 
national strike scheduled for this 
Friday. Spokesmen for NSA said 
that twenty-one schools across 
the country, includiag seven Ivy 
Leagues, have already endorsed 
the strike. In California, a 
number of campuses are in the 
process of building for the 
Friday strike and as of this time 
U.C. campuses in Davis, Santa 
Barbara, Irvine, Los Angeles, San 
Diego and Riverside have called 
for student support. Stanford 
University San Francisco State, 
as weil as an unknown number 
of other state colleges are also 
planning to endorse the strike. 


NSA has set up a Strike 
Communication Center in 
Washington D.C. and 
organizations wishing more 


information may contact them 
at (202) 265-9890. 

A number of activities are 
being planned in the bay area 
and in Southern California. A 
group calling itself the April 22d 
Coalition is planning 4a 
demonstration in Golden Gate 
Park this Saturday that will be 
geared toward generating energy 
and interest in on-going activities 
in the bay area, not dissipating 
its strength this time in an 
eigh-mile march that provides an 
annual purge of guilt. A

Sacramento offers l¢ bus 


fare Friday & Saturday 


The Sacramento Transit 
Authority will provide bus 
transportation on April 21 and 
22 for the phenomenal cost of 
just one penny. On Friday and 
Saturday you carn ride any bus 
anywhere for only one cent. The 
Transit Authority in cooperation 
with Ecology Information 
Center is providing this service in 
honor of Earth Week. It is their 
hopes that this reduced fare will 
encourage the use of rapid 
transit, and make people more 
aware of alternative modes of 
transportation. 


In the county general plan 
mass transit is not deemed 


feasible until 1yyU. Automobiles 
are the major source of air 
pollution and this problem can’t 
be dealt with adequately until 
alternatives be provided. At the 
present buses are the only means 


of public transportation 
available to the citizens of 
Sacramento. The Sacramento 


Transit has limited service to 
areas outside the city limits and 
is inadequate as a replacement to 
the automobile. 


The S.T.A. has inadequate 
facilities because of the lack of 
participation by County 
officials. $.T.A.’s sole source of 
revenue is from within the city 





and therefore is financially 
limited as to the service they can 
provide to the surrounding 
communities.

new battle-lines drawn 


The smoke is beginning to 
clear, or at least the fire dying 
down in the “Rags” Roberts 
Affair ai Sacramento State's 
radio station KERS, but now a 
new set of battle lines are being 
drawn This time the 
controversy is between the radio 
Station and the Department of 
Communications Studies, 
specifically Department 
Chairman Patrick Marsh 

Dr. Marsh wants to divide up 
the studio of KERS leaving the 
Station with a _ infinitesimally 
small 15” x 20’ studio, 
approximately one third of the 
existing one, described one 
observer as an oversized broom 
closet. 

The studio is to be divided up 
by the department for use by 
Forensics students, numbering 
47 full time enrollees, while the 
radio stution boasts 35% of all 
students within the department, 
all of them using the facilities at 
some time or another, not 
including all of those who are 
not even communication studies 
majors. but are involved in the 
operation of the radio station, 
who also use the facilities. 

The staff of KERS, feeling 
like Czechoslovakia after being 
invaded by Hitler, protested the 
plan to the administration's man 
in charge Dean John Cox 

In that meeting held 
yesterday, the staff of the radio 
station proposed to give to the 
department the facilities 
presently in use by KEG, the 
AM closed circuit radio station. 
But Marsh was not content to 
stop there, he wanted still more, 
demanding either two thirds of 
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the KERS studio, or the KERS 
newsroom. 

The staff of the radio station 
pointed out that all of the 
facilities requested by Marsh for 
use by Forensics students for 
such purposes as a student 
lounge, consulting rooms, and a 
drafting room were in constant 
and continual use, and that any 
alteration of these rooms would 
inhibit the operation of the 
station. All of the rooms in 
question are wired for use as 
part of the daily operation of 
the station, including mic jacks 
in the walls of the studio, phone 
line hook ups for remote 
broadcast, news department 
facilities, including the news 
wire, telephone recording 
facilities used in news gathering, 
telephone hook ups for remote 
broadcasts, and numerous other 
expenses to alter, replace, and 
change items. Most, if not all of 
the expenses involved would be 
incurred by the raaio station, 
and probably coming from their 
budget of ASSSC funds. The 
Students involved in running the 
Station termed it “a highly 
unnecessary expense.” 

The matter is not yet 
resolved. Another meeting has 
been set for April 24th between 
Dr Patrick Marsh of 
Communications Studies, Dean 
John Cox of Facilities and 
Jarecke

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Alan Watts 


‘Making love to a plastic woman. No surprises.

On Thursday, April 13, the 
Men’s Gym was filled with 
people who had come to see 
Alan Watts talk about nothing 
special. According to _ the 
Psychology Symposium 
schedule, his lecture topic was 
Zen consciousness, and it was 
entitled ‘Form Equals Void.” 
But if you asked Alan Watts 
what Zen is, he would tell you 
that it was “nothing special.” 
Zen is “just sitting,” according 
to Dr. Watts. As he quotes an 
old poem in his book, The Way 
of Zen, Zen is simply “Sitting 
quietly, doing nothing. Spring 
comes, and the grass grows by 
itself.” 

So it seemed quite fitting that 
after a short sitar recital, that we 
would be ied in a meditation by 
Alan Watts: a meditation which 
was not really a meditation, but 
a time of just sitting. Sitting and 
listening. “Close your eyes. 
Relax. Listen. Listen to all the 
sounds around you, and listen to 
the silence. Listen to the sourds 
but do not label or identify 
them. Do not say that they are 
good or bad, but just hear them. 
If you hear an air conditioner 
hum, a baby cry, or a bird sing, 
do not label it good. or bad. 
There are no good and bad 
sounds; there is only sound. 
Don’t feel afraid to make any 
noise, either. If you have to 
rustle in your seat, or blow your 
nose, don’t be afraid to. It’s all 
right.” At which point Alan 
blew his nose. Which just went 
to prove the theme of the sitar 


recital and vocal 
accompaniment. The text for 
the singing was from 


Ecclesiastes, The New Jerusalem 
Bible. ‘To every thing there is a 
season, and a time to every 
purpose under heaven. A time to 
be born, a time to die....’” A time 
to listen and a time to blow your 


nose. 

What Alan wanted us to do 
was to go back, to regress to that 
time of life in 
experienced the 
things 


which we 
“suchness” of 
“Ta” or “Da,” a baby’s 
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first words, according to Dr. 
Watts, is the baby’s expression 
of the suchness he feels about 
everything, the feeling of 
nondistinction between self and 
not-self, Freud’s “oceanic 
feeling.”’ This is the same as the 
Sanskrit word, Tat. At a very 
early age, though, we learn to 
separate our identity from our 
environment. “Psy chology ,” 
argued Dr. Watts, “‘makes the 
mistake of saying that one 
cannot go back to this without 
regressing. But all living 
organisms cannot be separated 
from their environment. One can 
go back without regressing. 
After all, your personality is just 
a big act.” The word 
“personality,”’ he pointed out, 
comes from the Greek personna, 
which meant simply the masks 
which were worn in the Greek 
Theatre, the mouthpiece 
through which the actors spoke. 
“Who do you think you are, 
your “J” is just an idea of 
yourself, a caricature. A label of 
a bottle without the contents.” 
In the tradition of a Zen master 
asking a Zen koan (a paradoxical 
question), he held up his finger 
and asked, “‘How can a fingertip 
feel itself?’ The answer to this 
question lies in the statement, 
“A good eye does not see itself, 
a good ear does not hear itself.” 


Although Dr. Watts did not 
finish this particular Taoist 
aphorism, I am sure that he 
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would not mind if the author o1 
this column adds, “The perfect 
man is not aware of his virtue.” 

“The ego is an illusion,” he 
continued, “a futility. What you 
feel is simply a chronic state of 
muscular and nervous tension.” 
Alan Watts dismissed current 
fears of mankind’s possible 
self-destruction with what at 
first seemed to be a nihilistic 
view. “You were born out of 
nothingness, and you will die 
into it. There is no need to fear 
nothingness. Most Western 
philosophers are obsessed with 
the Latin saying, ex nihilo nihil 
fit (out of nothing comes 
nothing; only nothing is made 
from nothing). But nothing is 
the ground of something, just as 
something js the ground of 
nothing. (Which is like saying 
that they are two sides of the 
Same coing, a coin which cannot 
have only one side.) If the 
Universe comes to an end, so 
what? There's not going to be 
anyone around to regret it. You 
see, the Universe, and everything 





in it, operates on an on/off 
cycle. On/off, off/on, 
continuously. And we're going 


around being afraid that the off 
cycle will win. One who 
contemplates death, one who 
contemplates the illusion of the 
ego, will experience liberation. 
You will discover that your ego 
doesn’t exist, and that you can 
never be permanantly off. Then 


that energy which you used for 
worrying about your ego being 
destroyed can be used for other, 
not futile, things. Then you can 
apply your energy in 4 way 
which you find is effective. A 
mystic, then, is not terrorized 
with fears of damnation and 
Hell, and can no longer be 
manipulated by authoritarian 
dictators. 

In keeping with the tradition 
of talking about what tables are 
made of, and of asking whether 
or not tables exist, Dr. Watts 
asked, “What is this table made 
of? Philosophers always seem to 
be talking about tables, since 
there is usually one in the room, 
so it seems to be an appropriate 
question. You could say that the 
table is made of wood, but what 
is the wood made of? It isn’t 
made of anything, it simply 
grows. That question is the 
question, ‘What is the 
fundamental stuff of which the 
Universe is made?’ If the 
scientist could ever find a 
fundamental stuff, how would 
he talk about it? If it is stuff, it 
would have to have structure, 
and thus, form. It is like the 
question of whether light is 
composed of particles or waves. 
Is it stuff or is it form? That has 
been a very important question, 
but it is what I call the question 
of prickles vs. goo. Stuff is 
prickles, and form is goo. So 
there are prickly people and 
there are gooey people, and they 
are engaged in an unending 
argument. Life is just gooey 
prickles and prickly goo. It’s 
only a matter of form. And 
(paraphrasing the title of one of 
his books), it really doesn’t 
matter.” 

Alan Watts, a Capricorn, 
spoke with his deep, convincing 
voice, saying things like, “All

that you do is universe, and all 
that is does to you is you.” If 
one sat close enough, one could 
see that his eyes were clearly 
bloodshot, and that his hands 
trembled as he spoke. Those 
who admired him from his 
writings, and didn’t sit close 
enough to him to see this, were 
not in the least disappointed by 
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their favorite mystic. He 
displayed a keen sense of humor, 
and readily offered advice and 
sage wisdom which he had 


gleaned from his lifelong 
discipline of scholarship in 
comparative religions and 


philosophies. “All of the past is 
always the result of the present, 
just as the waves in the wake of 
a ship are the result of where the 
ship is now. Does the wake drive 
the ship? Why should the past 
determine the present?” Quoting 


Voltaire, he closed with the 
advice, «77 faut cultiver notre 
jardin” (we must till our 
gardens). 


After a short break, he came 
back to answer a few questions, 
such as, “Is there no freedom, 
and if there is, how does one 
find it?”’ 

Watts: “To quote Jesus, 
‘know the truth, and the truth 
shall make you free.’ Jesus also 
said, ‘I am the Truth.” ‘I am’ 
means know who you are. ‘I am’ 
is the Hebrew Yahweh. It’s your 
Iam.” 


Student: “What do you think 
about transcendental 
meditation?” 


Watts: “‘It’s good. It’s a simple 
technique. It’s elementary. The 
only thing is that it is a 
technique, and any technique 
can be a hangup.” 

Student: “‘Have you changed 
your beliefs about psychedelics 
since you wrote The Joyous 
Cosmology? You stated at that 
time that you were a little 
embarrassed to discover that you 
had spent so much time studying 
a discipline, and thén*found out 
that a chemical could give you 
the same results.” 

Watts: “I still feel pretty 
much the same. I _ regard 
psychedelics as catalysts. But 
when you get the message, you 
hang up the phone. They must 
be used with particular care. 
And stay away from street 
acid—you really don’t know 
what you're getting. And don’t 
use it in paranoid situations, 
because the paranoia will only 
be amplified. Also on the subject 
of drugs, I feel that we should 
abolish crimes without victims; 
crimes where police must pry 
into the private lives of the 
citizens.” 

Student: “I believe in 
reincarnation. Don’t you agree 
that we are all progressing, with 
each lifetime?” 

Watts: “I don’t think that the 
Universe is necessarily a 
progressive process, in which the 
one who gets through it the 
fastest wins. I think that it’s a 
musical process: a great dance. 
Don’t turn the dance into a rat 
race by trying to get through it 
the fastest. Enjoy it. I don’t 
think that we are gaining any 
control over the Universe, either 
A controlled universe wouldn’t 
be any fun. It would be like 
making love to a plastic woman. 
No surprises.”

A nationwide survey of high 
school students made several 
years ago, showed that, in terms 
of native aptitude, 40 percent of 
all the engineers in the country 
could be women.
